For some time now, I have urged a 
reassessment of the United States' 
role in the United Nations' and'' 
especially the disproportionate share 
of its expenses we pay. 

UN decisions concerning the 
expulsion of the Republic of China 
(Taiwan), the admission of. the 
"Communist ^Vietnamese governmenl 
the recognition of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization — to name a 
few — have robbed the organization 
of what little credibility it has ttad as- 
a moral force in world affairs./ 

One positive step towards reducing 
our involvement was. taken in 1975 
by Ihen-Seeretary of State Henry 
Kissinger when he gave the required 
two-year notice of our (intent to 
withdraw from the International 
Labor Organization, a /technical 
agency of the United Rations. At 
present, the United States pays 
one-quarter (about $20 million a 
year) of the budget of /the agency, 
whose purpose is to. set world-wide 
labor standards and focus on world 

■ 

labor and social problems. Unless a 
decision to the contrary js taken, our 
withdrawal will go into effect on 
November 6. 
Thirty-six members of Congress 

have written to President Carter 
asking him to reconsider the U.S. 
withdrawal, despite the fact that 
Congress has already endorsed it by 
eliminating all funds for our country's 
share of the .budget. In their letter, 
the congressmen cited the ILO'-s role 
in promoting social and economic 
justice and its unique machinery for 
implementing the human rights 
standards it has adopted. In addition,

I believe that Secretary Kissinger 
made the correct decision. President 
Carter should stick to it. 

Automatic Bloc Vote 

In his 1975 letter, Kissinger out- 
lined the conditions required for 
continued U.S. participation in the 
ILO* There is scant evidence to 
indicate that a reassessment is in 
order. The United States, as leader of ; 
the free-world, is increasingly 
prevented from exerting any influ- 
ence in the ILO debates, which like 
most General Assembly discussions 
are characterized by the automatic 
bloc vote Of Third World and 
Communist countries. 

Those who argue that the unique 
tripartite structure with its equal i 
representation of government, em;

Bing Crosby's personal autobiography was "Call Me 
Lucky." How about calling us lucky for being alive in this 
day and age?

Harry Lillis Crosby, the easy-going, golden-voiced 
baritone whose career as a singer and actor spanned five 
decades, died of a heart attack after playing golf in 
Madrid, Spain, He was 73. 

__He collapsed after finishing 18 holes in as shojs and was 
rushed to a hospital where he was pronounced dead on 
arrival. 

Crosby was playing golf with three Spanish champions. 

WHEN HE WAS YOUNGER, Crosby was a par golfer, 
good enough to play top amateur tournaments and cavort

She was from Texas and 23, Bing was 53, when he took 
an interest in her. He called her in Texas and the man who 
answered the phone said: 

"So you're Bing Crosby. Well, I'm Harry Truman." And 
he hiing up, on Bing. 

"I can't think of any better way for a golfer who sings 
for .a living to finish the round," said an emotional 
Kathryn Crosby Friday, a few hours after Bing died. 

'"They told me that Bing had a very good round. I'd like 
that to be said," she said, smiling with tears in her eyes. 

FRANK SINATRA, also a well-known singer and fellow 
actor, said: "The death of Bing Crosby is almost more 
than I can take. He was the father of my career, the idol of 
my youth and a dear friend of my maturity. 

THREE YEARS AGO when Charles Thompson wrote 
the book, "Bing," he asked Bob Hope for a postscript. 

"Nobody has ever reached his proportions?" said Bob, 
"and I hopeJie never reads this because I don't want him 
to think that I care for him." jh 

But when his friend died last week, Hope couldn't make 
"the show go on." He cancelled a performance, saying "I 
just can't be funny tonight." 
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Pretty soon they'll be playing "-White Christmas" over 
and over, and Bing Crosby will live on. ; . .

ORDINANCBNO. 77-10-26 
- ' AN ORDINANCE / 

' IN REGARD TO POSSESSION OF MARIJUANA .- 
VILLAGE OF ANTIOCH' ■- . 

Be it ordained by the Mayor and Board of Trustees of 
the Village of Antioch, Lake County, Illinois; as follows: . 

SECTION 1. As used in this Ordinance, unless the 

context otherwise requires : '/« 

. a. "Cannabis" includes marijuana, hashish and other 
. substances which are identified as including any parts of 
the plant Cannabis Sativa, whether growing or not; the 
-seeds thereof, tjie resin extracted from any part of such 
plant; and any compound, manufacture, salt, derivative, 
mixture, or preparation of such plant, its seeds, or resin, * ; 
including tetrahydrocannabinol (THC) and all other ' 
cannabinol derivatives, including its naturally occurring 
or synthetically produced ingredients , whether produced . 
directly or indirectlylSy extraction, or independently by 
means of chemical synthesis or by a combination^ 
extraction and chemical synthesis; but shall not include 
the mature stalks of such plant, fiber produced from such 
stalks, oil or cake made from the seeds of such plant, any 
other compound, manufacture, salt, derivative, mixture, 
"or preparation of such mature stalks (except the resin ■ ■ 
extracted therefrom), fiber, oil, or cake, or the sterilized 
seed of such plant which is incapable of germination. 

b, "Person" means any individual, corporation, 
government or governmental subdivision or agency-, 
business trust, estate, trust, partnership or association, or 
. any> other entity. 

SECTION 2, v It shall be unlawful for any person 
knowingly to possess any, quantity of cannibis in the. 
Village of Antioch. ' , 

SECTION 3. This Ordinance shall not apply to any 
person -engaged in research with the prior written' 
approval of the Dangerous Drugs Commission of the State 
of Illinois or its successor agency and-or the prior written 
approval of the Department of Law Enforcement of the 
State of Illinois or its successor agency. . o * ? _- . 

SECTION 4. If any provisions, clause,* sentence, 
paragraph, section, or part of this Ordinance, or the 
.application thereof to any person or circumstance shall, 
for any reason, be adjudge ^by a Cour t of competent 
jurisdiction to be unconstitutional or invalid, such 
judgment shall- not afreet, * impair or invalidate, the , 
remainder of this Ordinance or the application of such- 
provision to any other person or circumstance,- but shall 
be confined in its operation .to the provision; clause, 
sentence, paragraph, section, or part thereof directly 
involved in the controversy in which such judgment shall 
have been rendered and-or to the person or circumstance 
involved. It is hereby declared to be the legislative intent 
of the Corporate Authorities that this Ordinance would 
"have been - adopted had such invalid provision or 
provisions not been included or if it had not been made 
applicable to such person or circumstance. , 
e SECTION 5: Any person adjudged guilty of violating . 
any of the provisions of this Ordinance shall be fined not 
less than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars nor more than Five 
Hundred ($500.00) Dollars for each offense; Each day of 
violation shall constitute a separate offense. 

SECTION 6. All Ordinances or parts of ordinances in 
conflict herewith are hereby repealed. }
